The  sy.stem  was  Inaugurated  In 
August,  1930,  and  there  are  now  In 
the  Valley,  which  ha.s  an  area  of 
1,600  square  miles,  with  a  popula- 
tion of  approximately  45,000,  .seven 
flourishing  branches,  two  .sub- 
branches,  seven  deposit  stations, 
while  the  van  calls  regularly  at  forty 
point.s  In  the  system  aa  a  whole 
there  are  over  18,000  volnmea.  there 
are  nearly  ll^NM  aubaortbers,  90  per 
cent  of  them  adults,  and  approxi- 
mately liOMO  volumes  have  been 
circulated  for  home  use.
